'Slot' Test Case 
Is Dismissed by 
Top State Court 

BOISE, Feb. 9 (U.PJ— The second effort to secure final d<s 
termination of validity of the 1947 slot machine act failed 
today when the Idaho supremo court di-smisscd the appeal of 
Scott L. Smith, Homednle, from conviction of operating a 
slot machine without a license. 

The court diamiflscd the appeal because last Jan. 5, Smith 
paid a $200 fine aasesfled by Judge C. F. Koclsch, Boise, fol- 
iowink' conviction in Owyhee county district court. 

Smith was convicted and the fine assessed last Sept. 6, 
On Oct. 17 he filed his appeal and nrirued through his at- 
torney, James B. Hawley,

TIME FOR SHOWDOWN 
If the members of congress had only to 
heed their constituents' wishes, they probably 
would pnss a universal military training bill. 
Various polls show thfit b majority of those 
constltuenL'! favor UMT, The nation's press 
supporL"! It almost unanimously, A commit' 
tee of (llKtlngulshed cltlzenn, oftcr thorough 
study, has approved It nnd told why. Military 
leaders urge It Atrongly. 

Of course the President and most Dcmo' 
cratic congressmen favor it, too. But slnci 
UMT Is a national rather than a polltlcol 
issue, wc stress the measure's non- political 
-support. 

There isn't much of a chance, however, that 
congrcs.^ will have a chance to vot« on the 
matter for some time. The hoaie UMT bill 
hos been pigeonholed, but good. It will stay 
pigeonholed until house leaders and the 
chairman of the house rules committee give 
the word. And the word Is not on the tip of 
their ton Byes. 

Why? There Is strong public opposition to 
UMT— though It appears to be more vocal 
than numerous. There Is strong public op- 
position to a great many projected laws, but 
that docs not keep them from being voted on, 
Perhaps those who shelved the UMT bill are 
afraid It would pass. Bo they have re.;orted 
to a dictatorial procedure, which lets them 
sUfle further action on a matter of vital con 
cem to the country. It would take a petition 
signed by 218 house members to bring the 
bill out. 

Universal military training was proposed 
before the wor ended. Since then It has been 
discussed fully. Congressional committees 
have held heaxlnga. UMT has been tried out in 
actual operation. It Is time now for general 
debate and a vote. The opponents of UMT 
have no right to Impose Indefinite delay, 
whether they arc fearful, capricious, power 
happy, or possessed of the dangerous notion 
that they have the right and the wisdom 
to make the nation's decisions. 

Distressing as the delay is. IL ^ccms to 
spring from an attitude that Is even worse. 
That Is a sense of fal.ie security, which ap- 
parently Is rooted In a blind, complete, in- 
nocent faith In the atomic bomb. 

Wo have no UMT. Our air force Is third 
rate. Strategic Industrial materials and In- 
dustrial production suffer from a lack of 
policy and planning. We seem to be entrusting 
our whole national defense to the atomic 
bomb, evea though we cannot be certain that 
we alone possess It. 

Tlie opponents of UMT have seen what total 
war means. They should be oble to Imagine 
that another war would not be more polite 
and restricted than the one Just past. Yet 
they seem to feel no urgency in the tenseness 
of world affairs. They see no need to hurry 
with UMT, or aid to Europe, or with a realb" 
serious attempt to stop Inflation. Instead, 
they seem to sec a need to do any and every- 
thing that might help their reelection In Nov- 
ember, whatever the consequences. 

There Is nothing wrong with vote-hunting, 
11 the nation's welfare Is not endangered In 
the process. What Is needed today Is not so 
much less politics as more statesmanship. 



PERir^ OF RAIN CONTROL 
An eminent scientist thinks that, within 
three years, man will be able to divert rain 
and snow storms Irom cities to more Isolated 
areas. This, we fear, will add to the present 
troubles of municipal governments and re- 
place nature's storms with storms of protest 
from outraged citizens. 

We may reasonably assume that on a sum- 
mer doy of possible rain, a city will have a 
certain number of citizens who want showers 
on their gardens, a certain number who want 
sunshine for an afternoon at the ball park, 
and so on. What'll It be, city fathers, wet or 
dry? As for winter, all those kids with now 
sleds will have parents who are voters. No 
snow, Mr. Mayor? 

We may be reactionary, but It seems that 
scientists olready have tampered with na- 
ture on occasion without too much thought 
of the consequences. So let them consider all 
the mayoral headaches connected with their 
latest miracle before they put U In operation.

An excel- 
lent pamphlet Just huitd by N. P. tJlel.ion. state 
auditor, gives a bird's cyo picture of the state's fiscal 
acUvlUes In a few pages. 

Of course the state djdnl collect all this money 
from the Uipayers through usual las channel. If It 
had the roar would havi engulfed all other roars. 

Actually only |ao.(D3jn,IO cami from rtguUr In- 
come channeli, and ol these the income ux amounted 
to IIl.178.MiW. The property l*x foe stato purposes, 
once the major base for sute support, was only W.600,. 

The other eighty million came from mlsiellaneous 
ocUvlUes of the slat*.
